and himself in his declining years. J 
Regarded as one of the a b l e s t , 
constitutional 
lawyers, 
a 
brilliant 
debater 
and

tor Spoon* i like a few of his fa­

The col p report for Oklahoma as 
issued by the B ureau of Crop Es­ 
timates of 
the United States De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture, 
through 
its field agent for Oklahoma, fore­ 
casts a production of winter w heat 
of 57,835,000 bushels on a basis of 
9 6 per cent con dition J u n e I on 
3,586,000 acres rem aining for h a r­ 
vest. 
This is 
by far the largest 
wheat crop ever forecasted in Okla­ 
homa, exceeding the very w o n d e r - 1 
fill crop of 
1914 
by ten 
million 
bushels. 
The interest in the Okla­ 
homa 
wheat crop 
has been 
most 
tense during the past three weeks, 
with the largest acreage remaining 
for harvest on May I, with the very 
high condition of 102 per cent on 
th at date, coupled with the ravages; 
of 
the 
leaf 
rust, 
the 
attacks 
o f ! 
the 
arm y 
worm, 
and 
continued 
rainy and cloudy weather. 
The re­ 
ports 
from 
all 
sources 
over 
the 
state indicate a deterioration d u r ­ 
ing the month of six points due to 
the effects of the rust, the army 
worm and the continued cloudy 
and rainy weather. 
The leaf rust, 
probably the most prolific infecta- 
tion ever known through this sec­ 
tion 
has practically destroyed the 
foliage; 
only a few scattered 
r e - 1 
ports of stem rust appear as late 
as Ju n e I. 
The damage to w heat 
from the leaf rust appears problem- 
a*icil 
although 
it 
is considerable 
in the aggregate. The dam age from J 
arm y worms is serious in limited 
localities in the central and south­ 
western sections of the state, heav­ 
iest in dank wheat on law lands. 
Harvest 
bas started 
in a 
limited 
w ay in tim southern and southw est­ 
ern sections of the state by Ju n e 
although most 
of 
the wheat was 
not 
ripening as fast as it should 
because of the lack of general sun­ 
shine 
and 
continued 
showery 
weather during the larger portion 
of the last week in May. 
The Bureau finds from its vari­ 
ous classes of reporters 
that 
the 
acreage seeded 
to 
oats this year 
was 116'- 
of that seeded last year 
estimating 
1.601,000 acres with a 
1 growing condition of IOO on Ju n e 
I forecasting a crop of 50.432,000 
bushels. 
Tile crop in the central 
and western portions of the state 
are surely normal, or above, prob­ 
ably the best crop ever in prospect 
in 
these sections. The stands are 
good, the heads well developed and 
filled aud there has been no serious 
dam age from 
any cause 
although 
the rust was showing up to a con­ 
siderable extent about J u n e I. W ith 
clear weather, the harvest will be­ 
gin early in June. The oats crop is, 
therefore, probably the largest ever 
forecasted rn this state. 
The acreage of barley is m ate r­ 
ially increased over that ever sown 
before in this state, being estim at­ 
ed at about 14,000 acres as against 
8,000 acres last year, with a condi­ 
tion of IOO% on Ju n e I. forecast- 
1 ing a crop of 285,000 bushels. Much 
interest has been taken in barley 
this year because of the success in 
feeding barley last winter. Harvest 
was well under way on Ju n e I. The 
condition of rye on J u n e I, I OO %, 
forecasts a crop of about 140,000 
bushels. The condition of “all h ay ” 
| showrs a slight deterioration during 
the month 
of May owing to the 
dam age of the army worm on al­ 
falfa ,as well as excessive moisture 
in many low' places. Prairie grass 
is making a most wonderful growth 
but 
meadows are weedy as a re­ 
sult of the extreme drouth in 1918. { 
There is a slight increase in the 
acreage of alfalfa standing owing i 
to scattered seendings during the 
fall of 1918 and spring of 1919.; 
Just 
how 
much 
acreage 
will

abandoned on account of the dam- * 
age from arm y worms and over­ 
flows, can not be determ ined at this 
time. 
A very large proportion of 
the first cutting w'as damaged by 
rains before the crop could be c u r­

decidedly 
small. F ru it shows a very high con­ 
dition; 
peaches 8 5 % . pears 8 2 % , 
and small 
berries 9 4 % . Cabbages 
and onions 95 % and 9 9 % respect­ 
ively while watermelons and c a n ta ­ 
loupes probably show 
the 
lowest 
condition of any crop on this 
due to the extreme wet weather, 
damage from cut worms and the 
necessity for 
replanting. 
Pastures 
show the rem arkable condition of 
9 7 % on Ju n e I as against 9 0 % on 
May I. the grass having m ade a 
most rem arkable growth during the 


month with the ab u n d an t supply of 
moisture but continue to be very 
weedy as a result of the drouth of

Cotton on May 25 was reported at 
65% condition as against 86% con­ 
dition on same date in 1918 and 
77% in 1917. The crop started out 
under 
unfavorable 
conditions,

i ing from ten to thirty days late 
on account of the low' tem perature, 
excessive moisture and with stands 
generally poor. Replating has been

REPUBLICAN EFFRONTERY. 
In a recent speech in Philadelphia, Representative 
Gillett, of Massachusetts, whom the Republicans have 
chosen for speaker, called President W ilson a dreamer 
and an idealist. 
More than that, Mr. Gillett 
said the 
President “is an egotist; he 
is not a man of practical 
affairs." And the Republican leader added: 
“The peo­ 
ple do not want a repetition 
of the indecision, apparent 
aimlessness and blundering 
of the past few years in 
Washington." 
The record of the Democratic party during the last 
several years of control will bear comparison with that 
set up by the Republicans who held the reins of govern­ 
ment unbrokenly from 189b to 1912. 
Mr. Gillette party conducted the w ar with Spain. 
As was go, it wasn't much of a war; about one per cent 
as large an undertaking as our part in the world war. 
which was conducted with about one hundred times as 
much efficiency. It wasn’t fought long enough ago for 
the public to have forgotten the embalmed-beef scandal, 
the kind of food the soldiers ate; the plagues that swept 
them away in the camps until the death rate appalled the 
country, because of poor sanitation, or no sanitation at 
all, and a hopelessly incompetent medical service. 
Nor 
has the country forgotten that favoritism ruled over 
efficiency in the commissioning of officers; that the ex­ 
peditionary force to Cuba was commanded by a general 
too fat to walk and who preferred to be carried about on 
a litter, and who owed his preferment to his personal 
friendship for the secretary of war. Compare the record 
of Shafter, in Cuba with a handful of men, with that of 
Pershing in France with two million, and then think of 
the impudence of Republicans in mentioning such a 
thing as “indecision," “aimlessness," or “blundering." 
During successive administrations from ISM to 
1912, Republicans talked of banking reform; the Demo­ 
crats established the Federal Reserve system; Republi­ 
cans talked of farm loans; the Democrats established the 
Farm Loan Bank system under which farmers have bor­ 
rowed nearly $200,000,000 at a low rate of interest and 
on very long terms.

ANONYMOUS FIGHT ON THE LEAGUE. 
Who is inspiring and financing the circulation of 
anonymous letters and circulars against the league of 
nations? 
Large quantities of this hostile literature 
are 
streaming into homes 
and shops and offices. 
It takes 
the forms of a patriotic appeal to the recipient; it mas­ 
querades as a movement “to preserve American rights 
and traditions;" it quotes Scripture, history and Repub­ 
lican orations; it proclaims a “holy war" against Presi­ 
dent Wilson and the Democratic party. 
Why should persons so full of love of country be so 
mysterious—or modest? If these patriots are incurring 
so much expense to save their native land, why shouldn't 
they have credit for their noble undertaking? 
Why re­ 
main anonymous when their fellow citizens would wel­ 
come knowledge of their identity? 
The subtile suggestion in all these letters and pam­ 
phlets is that President Wilson is wrong in advocating 
and the Republican leaders are right in opposing the 
league of nations. They are clearly designed as propa­ 
ganda for Republican votes. 
Their purpose indicates 
their authorship. 
They are anonymous evidently be­ 
cause it is regarded as unsafe to impose on Republican 
leaders the responsibility for this manner of bush­ 
whacking. 
If this method of attack on the league should suc­ 
ceed—but there is no likelihood of that—Republicans 
would be the gainers. 
If it fails, they could escape the 
odium of having resorted to the meanest of all weapons 
—an anonymous letter.

Some folks say it would be a waste of money to build 
any more roads because everybody will soon be travel­ 
ing through the air.

FROM THE ENEMY’S BOOK. 
Republican members of the House Military Affairs 
committee may now be summoned as witnesses to dis­ 
prove the charges which some of their fellow partisans 
have been hurling at the war department—if that should 
become necessary. They have just arrived from France, 


where they investigated the work of the American army 
and the labors of the war department. 
If they went 
abroad to criticize they have returned home to praise. 
“It is hard to criticize when you consider* that they 
(the war department) were working for im army of 
5,OOO,0(X) men this year—and that is what they intended 
to have and would have had if the fighting had contin­ 
ued," said Representative Anthony of Kansas, ranking 
Republican on the Military Affairs committee. 
Representative Anthony said that he and his Re­ 
publican associates found that American strategy and 
operations in the war “worked out exactly as designed," 
and that the present organization in France is in “fine 
order." 
Governor Henry J. Allen of Kansas, who posed some 
months ago as an authority on strategy, will doubtless 
be inclined to quarrel with a fellow Republican from his 
own state for omitting to sneer and snarl at American 
achievements which happened also to have been Demo­ 
cratic achievements.

Training Prosaic. 
The events in the history of the 
111th engineers up to the time they 
sailed 
for

Sill on August 5. 1917. on October 
15, 1917. were organized into the 
present unit.

n France. 
Finally early in July. 1918, the

caped a subm arine torpedo on Jul> 
28. much to the am usem ent of the 
men, according to the reports. They 
landed at Brest on July 30 and im­ 
mediately went into camp near that 
city. This camp was later dubbed 
Camp Mud by the members of the 
regiment because it is said to have 
rained there 330 days during the 
year 191 S.

I. Genera! Pershing
